special committee of eleven of the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church appointed to evolve a plan to 
end a dispute between two factions 
at Princeton Theological seminary to­ 
day revealed its scheme for govern­ 
mental recognition of the institution. 
The proposed plan would unite the 
board of directors and the board of 
trustees into one body of 33 m e m ­ 
bers. 
The plan is embodied in the 
Blue Book, annual report of the gen­ 
eral assembly, to be presented at flic 
Tulsa. Okla., conference May 24-30 
The committee of eleven is u n an i­ 
mous in its acceptance of the report 
of the San Francisco assembly of last 
year that the two boards now govern­ 
ing the seminary be merged. 
President E D. Warfield of Wilson 
College, P a „ however, filed a minority 
report holding that the personnel >f 
the new board should be filled by tlv' 
committee of the assembly at Tulsa 
The new plan provides th a t the board 
to be chosen shall consist of 33 m em ­ 
bers, not more th an 18 of whom shall 
bo ministers, and not more th an 15 of 
whom shall be ruling elders. 
One- 
third of this body shall be chos-n 
from tlie board of directors and one- 
tnird from the present board of tru s­ 
tees and the other third from persons 
not now members of either board.

“I believe th at no club should take 
the financial burden of the crippled 
children's work on its own shoulders" 
continued Mr. Thompson. "In most 
cases the parent should pay the bill 
where medical attention is received.1 
Or if the epople cannot meet the ex­ 
pense Rotary should help, but never 
should assume the entire responsi­ 
bility except in the most extreme 
cases. 
“O ther organizations must 
be let 
in on the crippled children’s work be­ 
cause others are interested in the wel- 
tare of young America. The Kiwan- 
ians, Lions and Optomists all have 
their duty to perforin along this line 
and we wish to help them perform it. 
“W ithin the state there are four 
special schools for crippled children. 
In any com m unity where there are 
ten or more 
crippled 
children 
a 
school can and should be started. 
W here there are less th an ten then 
special bedside teaching can be se­ 
cured from the school districts. 
14,000 C hildren A ided. 
To date aimot 14.000 children w ith­ 
in the state have been helped by Ro­ 
tary. The movement 
grows bigger 
each day. We cannot confine it to the 
club any longer. Everyone m ust help 
and everyone m ust co-operate. 
| 
After Mr. T hom pson’s address Gov­ 
ernor Uhl explained 
the 
evolution 
which is m progress about Rotary. He 
i said th a t the program is still retained, 
although the outward features of the 
clubs are changing. The six objects, 
around which the organization is built

though the m achinery which moves 
the organization may progress. 
Howard D. King of Uniontown was 
the next speaker on the morning's 
program having for his subject “The 
Development of the Individual R o tar­ 
ian in His Desire and Capacity for 
Service.”

We Are Called 
Billion Years 
Behind Times 


By WILLIAM PARKER

PASADENA. Calif. April 
27.—For 
all our boasted progress we are bil­ 
lions of years behind the times! 
The authority for this is Dr. Henry 
Norris Russell, research 
astronomy 
professor at Princeton University. 
Dr. Russel's declaration comes at 
a period when ix*ople are m om entar­ 
ily looking away from their mundane 
problems to ponder what is going on 
within their vision but beyond their 
comprehension. 
A head-on collision has occurred 
in the sky and the star Nova Pictoris 
is now two stars, both of them vis­ 
ible in southern latitudes but not vis­ 
ible to the world's largest telescope 
at the Mount Wilson Carnegie solar 
observatory near Pasadena. 
Studying Stars 
Scientists who are studying 
the 
phenomenon are in South America 
and South Africa. 
They believe dis­ 
patches indicate, that the two stars 
mean another step in the evolution 
or progress of the worlds which in­ 
habitants of this world can see but 
know little about. 
Dr. Walter S. Adams, director of 
the Mount Wilson observatory said he 
did not incline to the evolution the­ 
ory, the theory that another star 
had been born into the ether. 
“I am more inclined to believe." 
he said, “that there was a collision 
and what once was Nova Pictoris is 
now two stars due to Nova Pictoris 
splitting into two sections. 
This is 
vastly important to the 
scientific 
world." 
"The 
vast 
importance" 
of 
the 
phenomenon is not confined to the 
scientific world, am ateur astronomers 
point out. 
It would oe more 
vastly im port­ 
a n t” to a lot of laymen if this globe 
should collide with a star and be 
split into halves, as Nova Pictoris is 
believed by scientists to have done 
Perhaps, amateur astronomer- were 
saying further, it is because of oui 
extreme youth, even though we are 
billions of years old that :* ;> diffi­ 
cult for us to understand m am things 
Their reference was ’o an address b\ 
Dr. Russell, the Princeton scientist 


before students of the University of 
California, in Los Angeles this week. 
A Young Planet 
"This is still a very young planet," 
said Dr. Russell. 
“In fact we are 
only now beginning to acquire the 
mental capacity to comprehend our 
own origin. Racially we arc still very 
much in our infancy.” 
Mars is the only planet 011 which 
atmospheric conditions prevail which 
would make any form of human life 
probable. Dr. Russell said. 
"If, as scientists are believing, there 
is life on Mars then the inhabitants 
of that world are in a.stage of de­ 
velopment. billions of years in ad ­ 
vance of what we know here as in­ 
telligence.
